It was 
no use for the Government to tell the unem- 
ployed that they (the Government) were 
reeking with good intentions. The road for the 
unemployed was strewn with. good intentions. 

was the responsibility of the Government 

say very definitely what they proposed to 


do to telieve the problem. The present situa- 


tion clearly conid not continue. The 
sufferings of large numbers of unemployed, 
the bleak, despairing outlook before them 
and the apparent inability of the Government 
to deal with the situation in a big — 
hensive way was producing a spirit of defeat, 
and despair in the people, which could not 
last long before there was a conflagration. 


LOCAL AUTHORITIES. 


Local authorities were crying cut that 
their finances were swamped in their effort 
to relieve unemployment which should be a 
State charge. Local finances were never 
intended to deal with large problems of this 
kind. They should be the responsibility of 
the Central Fund. The relief of unemploy- 
ment should not go hand in hand with the 
pauperising machinery in the way of home 
assistance. Unemployment had reached such 
dimensions that it was not a normal problem 
—it was so acute that it would have to be 
dealt with as a national emergency requiring 
the mobilisation: of all the resources of the 
State. The Government must make up its 
mind that the problem could not be solved by 
allowing it to drift, | 

On purely political matters the Government 
had displayed considerable vigour. He did not 
quarrel with that, because he would support 
any vigour that would help the country to 
reach full political manhood, but the Govern- 
ment should devote some of their vigour, and 
énthusiasm, to the unereployment problem, 
and if they did that they would receive every 
possible support from the Labour Party. 


TARIFFS. 


~The Government had declared that they 
were in favour of a policy of work or main- 
tenance, but their policy was not an im- 
plementation of that. The Government were 
too much inclined to’rely on tariffs as a means 
to industrial prosperity. If tariffs alone 
could make a country prosperous then every 
country in the world would be prosperous. 
If the Government believed that tariffs would 
bring about industrial regeneration, they were 
living in a fool’s paradise. The Govern- 
ment’s high tariffs had failed to keep out of 
the country a considerable amount ‘of 
commodities, which, if made here, would give 
considerable employment. He saw no evidence 
of tariffs bringing about the El Dorado which

The President, continuing, said that there 
was a better opportunity in this country. for 
dealing with unemployment than. in in- 
dustrialised countries. 

“I hold,” he said, “that we are making 
progress in dealing with unemployment in 
this country, more than is being made in any 
of the big industrialised countries. The 
people who were being absorbed into 
industry were being put into permanent employ- 
ment, and that was the only real solution of un- 
employment. He never said that that was going 
to be done overnight, or that they were going 
to produce something out. of a hat or perform 
a miracle. He had said that the task of com- 
hating unemployment was a difficult one. A 
certain time would have to elapse vefore their 
policy of conserving the home market became 


apparent. 
TRIVIAL THINGS. 


With regard to the complaints made that 
there was no G.H.Q. for dealing with un- 
employment, he pointed out that the Govern- 
ment had to spend a great deal of time in 
dealing with comparatively trivial things in 
the House that at a time of national 
emergency should not be considered at all. 
If the Executive Council was really to do 
good work in the solving of the unemployment 
question, they should be given some reliei 
from their parliamentary duties.
